RUSSIA WANTS BRITISH MONEY 

Thjrfeore Makes Chinese Concessions Lu 
Order to Avoid International Ill- 
Feeling. 

London, April 20.— The announcement 
that England and Russia have signed 
a self-denying agreement regarding 
China which is intended to put an end to 
the contention over railway and oth 
concessions in that country, is the most 
important of the day. It is officially eon 
firmed here this afternoon and the pa 
pers are running it with big headlines. 

The present agreement put an end to 
the Anglo-Russian struggle :n China and 
is tantamount to a settlement of the 
question of the spheres of influence of 
the two countries. Under the agreement 
Great Britain has undertaken not to 
press for railway or other concessions in 
North China, while Kussin agrees to the 
British demand that no part of the basin 
of Yang-Tse-Kiang shall be alienated. 
Russia also recognizes explicitly that 
British commercial interests are supreme 
in the Ynng-Tso-Kiang basin which is 
understood to extend a considerable dis- 
tance north and south of the river, 
though no attempt has been made to de- 
lino the region. 

Iivery-thing recently has pointed to 
Russia's desire for a settlement in order 
to allow the successful exploitation of 
the Siberian railway and also with a 
view or raising money in Great Britain 
for the development of the industries of 
Russia.

COGHLAN'S FREE SPEECH. 

English Say Germans Deserved It- 
Germans Say Ho Was Drunk. 

London, April 29.— The Coghlan inci- 
dent has caused a great deal of stir on 
this side of the Atlantic and has furnish- 
ed tlie press of England and the Conti- 
nent with a fruitful topic of discussion 
throughout the week. The English pa- 
pers have taken a lenient view of Capt. 
Coghlun's indiscretion and except in the 
case of one or two anti-American jour- 
nals have been disposed to find excuses 
for him. 

The Spectator in an article which is 
typical of English comment says 
"Though we must join in the censures of 
Oapt. Coghlan for his indiscretion, we 
must not forget that what ho said was 
substantially in accordance with the 
facts. The Germans behaved al Manila 
in n most irritating and unfriendly way 
to the United Stales. It was absurd for 
them to expect to play the part they 
played without raising n feeling of rh'e 
most intense bitterness in such a high 
spirited body of men as the officers and 
sailors of the American navy An ex- 
plosion of this feeling was hound to come 
sooner or later." 

The Speaker rejects the "brutal and 
insulting suggestions of the German pa- 
pers that Capt. Coghlan was intoxi- 
cated." It assumes that Capt. Coghlan 
thought he was talking in confidence 
to personal friends nnd members of the 
Un'on League Club and let himself go. 
_ "His heaviest punishment," the 
Speaker adds, "will not be any that the 
secretary of the navy can inflict, but 
the consciousness that he hns done an 
injury to his own country."

Brantford, April 20— (Special)— Speak- 
ing at a Young Liberal banquet here last 
ight Mr. Sifton referred to Western de- 
velopment and pointed out what advant- 
age to the country had come from 'Jie 
development of Manitoba, and how much 
came from the development of the Ter- 
come from th edevelopment of the Ter- 
ritories and British Columbia. Two 
great questions of to-day, he said, were 
the settlement of these provinces and 
transportation. Increase of business to 
manufacturers was bound to come from 
the West and the transportation ques- 
tion was all important. He dwelt on 
the rapid mineral development of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and foretold a vast output 
of precious metals to be mined in the 
near future. 

On the Yukon charges, he said Sir 
Hibbert Tupper's seven hours' "farrago 
of nonsense" did not contain one scin- 
tilla of evidence on which a definite 
charge could lie bused. Ho repeated the 
challenge he had made in parliament 
that if the Conservative party would 
formulate definite charges against any 
Yukon officials they would be properly 
investigated.

RUSSIAN MISERY. 

Touching Description of the Awful Con- 
ditions in the Famine District. 

London, April 29. — Letters from the 
famine provinces of Russia tell of a 
harrowing condition of distress. In the 
province of Kazan, the centre of the 
famine district, the Red Cross Society 
done is feeding 32,000 people. The ro 
lief delegate in the province of Ufa 
reports that peasants ran after him and 
begged for food on their bended knees 
in the snow. 

The St. Petersburg Skiva Viedomosti 
a vivid discription of the misery and 
disease prcvalcn in Kazan says: 
Crime, mortality and typhus arc de- 
vouring the population like a conflagra- 
tion fanned by the wind; but this is 

case not of houses and barns, but of 
human lives being destroyed."

THE WARRING CYCLISTS. 

International Association on the Squab- 
ble with League of American 
Wheelmen. 

Toronto, April 29. — (Special)— Secre- 
tary Donley of the Canadian Wheel- 
men's Association has made public a por- 
tion of a letter just received from Henry 
Sturmey, of England, secretary 3f the 
International Cyclists' Association, otll- 
eially stating the attitude of the I. C. A. 
(jii the inter-association fight now waging 
in the United States, Mr. Sturmey says 
regarding the C. W. A. request that 
should N, C. A. riders still remain ob- 
durate by .Inly 1 the L. A. W. should 
retire.

DOMINION NEWS NOTES. 



Wardner, Idnbo, April 20— Wardncr 
was today the scene of the worst riots 
Hince the deadly labor strike of 1802. 
One man is dead, another though to be 
mortally wounded and property valued 
at $250,000 has been destroyed by giant 
powder and fire. The damage was done 
by union miners and sympathizers from 
Canyon Creek, about twenty miles from 
Wardner. 

This morning a mob of from 900 to 
1,000 men, all of them armed and many 
uuuiked, seized a train at Burke this 
side of Canyon Creek. There were nine 
box cars and a pasHonger coach and they 
■were packed with the mob. The visitors 
brought with them -3,000 pounds of giant 
powder. 

After a parley of two hours 110 mask- 
ed men, armed with Winchesters, the 
Bvke men in the lead and thoBe from 
Wardner following, started with yells 
for the Bunker Hill and Sullivan mill 
and other buildings, a third of a mile 
from iJic depot. They sent pickets ahead 
and one of the pickets fired a shot as a 
signal that the mill was abandoned. This 
was misunderstood by the main body 
of the mob, who imagined that non-union 
miners in the mills had opened fire on 
them, and they began to fire upon their 
pickets. 

About 1,000 shots were thus exchanged 
between the rioters and their pickets, and 
■Tack Smith, one of the pickets, formerly 
of British Columbia, and a noted figure 
in drill contests, was shot dead. 

By this time the strikers had taken 
poiisension of the Bunker Hill and Sul- 
livan mill, which they found deserted, 
the manager having directed his em- 
ployees not to risk their lives by battling 
with the mob. Powder in sixty pound 
b«xes was carried from the depot to the 
•mill. The heaviest charge was placed 
u»der the brick olUce buildings. Other 
charges were placed around the mill. 

Then the boarding house, a frame 
structure, was burned, fuses leading to 
the charges were lighted, and the strik- 
ers carrying the dead body of the picket, 
retired to a safe distance. 

At 2:3G p.m. the first blast went off. 
It shook the ground for miles and build- 
ings in Wardner, two miles away, trem- 
bled. At intervals of about sixty sec- 
onds four other charges went off, the 
•fifth being the largest, and completely 
demolishing the milt. 

The losti to the Bunker Hill aud Sulli- 
van mines is estimated at from $250,000 
to $300,000. 

In a few minutes the strikers went 
'hack to the station, the whistle was 
blown for stragglers, and the mob climb- 
ed on board at 3 p.m., just three hours 
after its arrival, the train started for 
Canyon Creek. 

This morning the 2.10 non-union miners 
at the Bunker HilL nnd Sullivan mill had 



warning of the coming of the mob and 
left the mine aud took to the hills. 

rortland, April 20.— President A. L. 
Mohler of the O. R. & N. Co., at :i:30 
this afternoon telegraphed ollicials in this 
city from Wardner, Idaho, that the strik- 
ing miners had tired the Bunker Hill 
and Sullivan mine and that it was burn- 
ing. He reported that the initio was 
loaded with dynamite and the entire 
| property would be a total loss. 

The striking miners were also reported 
to be in possession of the Northern Pa- 
cific and Oregon Railway & Navigation 
trains and to have complete control of 
the situation. 

President Mohler has notified the gov- 
ernor of the situation and state olllcers 
have been despatched to the scene of the 
trouble. The governor promised to do 
everything in his power to preserve or- 
der and prevent bloodshed. Since the 
telegram from President Mohler was re- 
ceived the strikers have cut the wires 
and telegraphic communication with 
Wardner is now cut off. 



KIPLING'S COPYRIGHT. 

Chicago, April 20.— A perpetual in- 
junction protecting the copyright of Kip- 
ling's poem. "The White Man's Bur- 
den," was granted to-day by Judge 
Kohlsnat in the Circuit court against the 
publishing linn of F. B. Whipple & Co. 
of this city. It was charged by Mr. Kip- 
ling and his publishers that the defend- 
ant had published and circulated his 
poem in a pamphlet without permission. 
By order of the court the defendant is 
obliged to surrender as many copies of 
the poem as he can recover. 



FATAL TORPEDO EXPERIMENT. 

Explosion of Powder Press Kills Four 
Men and Severely Injures Three. 

Woodbury, X. J.. April 20.— A powder 
press at Dupont'H Powder Works at Cnr- 
noy's Point, N. .7., a few miles from here, 
exploded tills afternoon, killing foar men 
and Injuring three o'liirs. 

The explosion occurred during an i x- 
periuient witli a government giant torpedo. 
The dead are: Amos Morris, jr., Harvey 
Smith, Jos. Yeager and Isaac Strluut. 
dipt. Stewart, a government inspector, 
was one of the injured. 



GEN MILES AT FAULT. 

Should Have Forwarded to the Depart- 
ment the Reports of Bad Beef. 

Washington, April 20.— The war court 
of inquiry to-day concluded its work in 
connection with the allegations of Gen. 
Miles concerning the beef supplied to the 
army during the war with Spain. 

The report is of about 30,00(1 words 
and goes fully into the questions which 
have been raised in connection with the 
army beef. The text has not been made 
public and will not be until after the 
President shall have read it. It will then 
rest with him to say when the report 
shall be given to the public. 

The verdict, however, is known to be 
that the allegations which Gen. Miles 
made before the war investigation com- 
mittee are not sustained with reference 
to the refrigerated beef, although his 
contention that the canned roast beef was 
not a suitable continuous ration is ad- 
mitted. 

There is direct criticism if Gen. Miles 
for failing to promptly bring to the at- 
tention of the war department the re- 
ports made to him concerning bad beef 
and "several individuals" are censured 
for failing to observe the proprieties of 
their position as commanding officers in 
this and other respects.

.other hunters and was searching around 
for them.

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CONNECTION WITH 

THH MAINLAND. 

The people of Victoria are now face 
to face with n question of very great im- 
portnnee, namely, connection with the 
contlneuttit railway systems. It is 
perhaps not too much to suy that a very 
critical hour in the history or the city 
has come. With proper arrangements 
for n service by ferry with the Mainland, 
Victoria will take a stride forward such 
as it lias never experienced. Tile whole 
subject ought to be taken up and dis- 
cussed in all its hearings, and if the 
credit of the city is to be pledged to the 
establishment of railway ferries, the 
best plan or plans possible should be 
adopted. We feel not unfavorably dis- 
posed towards the Port Angeles project, 
but cannot lose sight of the fact that u 
connection with Vancouver und the rail- 
ways terminating there would be of 
greater value. Such connection as can 
be provided "with Vancouver will make 
this city the actual terminus of the Can- 
adian Pacific and the entrepot of the 
Oriental trade. The Tort Angeles con- 
nection will give us a valuable channel 
of traffic in another direction. We hope 
to see the whole matter laid before the 
citizens, and that such action will he 
taken .is will secure what we all recog- 
nize is of vital importance. The time 
seems at hand when the people of Vic- 
toria by the right kind of an effort can 
immeusureubly promote the welfare of 
their city, and we hope to see the oppor- 
tunity taken advantage of in a manner 
worthy of its immense interest to every 
property owner, every business man and 
every employee. 

MB. SIFTON ON THE WEST. 

Mr. Sifton's expectation that Koote- 
nay will before long produce between lif- 
ty and sixty millions of the precious met- 
als annually may seem to some people ex- 
travagant, but when we consider how 
much is yielded by :i small section of 
the great district, his figures seem not 
unreasonable. By Kootenay we under- 
stand the minister to mean the great in- 
terior region in which lode mining will 
be carried on. If the whole province be 
taken and its placers be considered, and 
also its silver and copper mines, the esti- 
mate is a moderate one. To such a fu- 
ture of ISrilisb Columbia, when it will 
yield annually upwards of fifty mil Huns 
in gold, silver and copper, we may look 
forward with absolute confidence, and it 
is so near at hand that it is good busi- 
ness policy to prepare fur it. The aim of 
the Turner government wa.s to prepare 
adequate means of transportation, in 
view of the wonderful possibilities of the 
province. The day is not far distant 
when public opinion will indorse in the 
fullest sense the statement of the Colon- 
ist, 'made a year ago, that tin- railway 
policy brought down by Mr. Turner, 
whereby he sought to provide three great 
highway* of truffle from (lie Coast t<> the 
Interior, in addition to the O. P. II., was 
one deserving to be classed as the con- 
ception of a statesman. It will yet be 
realized, and it is the duty of every true 
friend of British Columbia to dismiss all 
party considerations and bend his ef- 
forts to place the control of this province 
in the hands of men who will do what 
in them lies to bring it about. 

On the occasion when Mr. Sifton made 
the above prediction be said that the 
transportation question was the greatest 
one so far in the West is concerned- One 
might almost say that it is the one ques- 
tion, for if this is solved the develo]*- 
ment of the country will proceed apace. 
The transportation difficulties are so ser- 
ious, however, that private enterprise 
alone cannot be expected to grapple with 
them successfully. Distances are great, 
anil most of the needed railways will be 
expensive to construct. To meet these 
difficulties, the Colonist always fa- 
vored the co-operation of the provincial 
and federal government in giving aid to 



the necessary trutik lines. There is a 
disposition on the part of some of our 
people to be misled by half truths. Thus 
because one or two instances have come 
under their notice where railways have 
been built in the United States without 
any subsidy, they jump at the conclusion 
that the subsidizing of railways is for- 
eign to the policy of the United States; 
but such is not the ease. The amount 
that has been given by the national, 
state and county governments, by mu- 
nicipalities and by private individuals in 
the United Slates in aid of railways is 
enormous. The difference between the 
case of that country and that of Canada 
is more in the manner in which aid is 
given than anything else. In saying this 
we do not lose sight of some notable ex- 
ceptions. But we are dealing with a con- 
crete fact when we consider the trans- 
portation question in Canada. Facilities 
are required. The sooner wo get them 
the better. 1 1 is folly to allow vast re- 
gions of great value to remain unoccu- 
pied because someone has built a railway 
somewhere without a subsidy. We must 
deal with things as they are, not as we 
should like them to be. The people of 
British Columbia will welcome Mr. Sif- 
ton's statement as an indication that the 
federal government proposes to take up 
actively the transportation problem. 



DE ADMAN'S ISLAND. 

Hitherto the Colonist has treated the 
Deadman's Island question as a matter 
with which Vancouver was alone con- 
cerned, but we present some facts this 
morning which suggest that possibly 
there is another side to it. These facts 
seem to show that the island may belong 
either to the Provincial or Imperial gov- 
ernment, in which case the lease grant- 
ed by tin- federal government would be 
of no effect. In view of this, it is at 
least unfortunate that Attorney-General 
Martin is precluded from giving the gov- 
ernment of which he is a member (he 
advantage of his advice in the premises, 
on account of his being the counsel of 
Sir. T.udgute. We are not disposed, as 
every one knows, to take an unreason- 
able or extreme position in regard to the 
devotion by cabinet ministers of su:bvi- 
ont time to their private business to keep 
in it together during their term of office; 
but we conceive it to have been Mr. 
Martin's duty, when offered a retainer 
by Mr. Ludgate, to inquire into the actu- 
al status of the island before accepting 
the fee. If lie had done so he would 
have ascertained the facts presented by 
the Colonist this morning, which show 
very clearly that in this matter the 
crown, as represented by the government 
or British Columbia, has immediate need 
of some legal counsel, who may be called 
upon to defeud its rights against the 
Attorney-GencTasl's client, a state of 
things which is not seemly, to state the 
case mildly. Mr, Martin appears in this 
matter to have acted with the same 
haste as characterized much of his legis- 
lative work during the past session, and 
which shows him, with all his undoubted 
ability, to be an extremely unsafe man 
to entrust with administrative responsi- 
bility. Mr. Martin's colleagues are more 
than embarrassed by his acceptance of 
Mr. Ludgate's retainer. They feel the 
need of advice at this juncture, and find 
the first law officer of the crown ret lined 
by a private individual, whose interests 
are antagonistic to what on investigation 
may be found to be those of the crown. 
The nature of the emergency is such as 
would fully justify Mr. Setnlin in advis- 
ing the Lieutenant-Governor that Mr. 
Martin should be asked to hand in his 
resignation. 

NATURALIZATION OF CHINESE. 

Yesterday n correspondent of the Col- 
onist complained bitterly of the natural- 
ization of the Chinese. We printed his 
letter in the interest of free discussion 
but "there is really not much use in talk 
ing about the matter. The naturalization 
of aliens is a matter of Imperial policy, 
although the immediate control of legis- 
lation on the subject is vested in the 
Dominion. It may be desirable to sur- 
round il with more formality than at 
present exists, but we fancy it will be 
mure than difficult to prevent tin 1 natu- 
ralization of Chinese, even if it should 
bo thought desirable. Contact and com- 
petition with the Oriental races is one 
of those things which British subjects 
must expect as the price of Imperial do- 
minion. 

There is a side of tin' case which may 
properly receive public attention. Every 
British subject, who comes within the lo- 
cal statute in that behalf, is entitled to a 
vote, and we do not think that anyone 
would regard with equanimity the intro- 
duction nf a Chinese element into the 
electorate We will he frank and say 
thai lliei-c may be in this community Chi- 
namen who are quite as able to form opin- 
ions on public questions as anyone else, 
but these are not the class seeking nat- 
uralization. In view of the likelihood 
that many Chinese may seek to he natu- 
ralized in order to escape the operation 
of the anti-alien laws, the legislature 
might well consider at its next session 
the propriety of so amending the frnn- 
i his,, net so us to prevent their promis- 
eous addition to the voters' lists. 



DOMESTIC SERVANTS. 

The liritish Columbia Workman 
learns that a movement is on foot in this 
city to bring out a number of girls from 
Eastern Canada to take places as house- 
hold servants. The desire will be very 
general that such a step may prove suc- 
cessful. There is unquestionably a de- 
mand for such service, and the wages 
paid are good. Many persons employ 
Chinese only from necessity, and they 
would be glad to secure other domestic 
help. Probably if the promoters of the 
step referred to would let their inten- 
tions be generally known, they would re- 
ceive many applications for servants. 



The domestic help problem is a difficult 
one in most parts of America, and the 
reason why so many people like Chinese 
servants is the same as leads some East- 
ern people to prefer negro servants, 
when they can get them, namely the fact 
that such servants recognize their true 
place in the household. They do their 
work without conveying the idea that 
they are degrading themselves thereby, 
as indeed they are not. Every person 
who has had much experience with the 
class of girls who ordinarily apply for 
places in households will admit that a 
very large proportion of them discharge 
their duties as though under protest, and 
they are not us reliable as the races re- 
ferred to. There are very many ex- 
ceptions, but the great difficulty is that 
girls who go out to service are too often 
a very uncertain quantity in the house- 
hold economy. Unquestionably much of 
the fault in this respect can be traced to 
their employers, but this does not help 
the ease very much. At the same time 
we lire glad to know that the movement 
spoken of has been started, and feel sure 
that if a cousiderablc number of compe- 
tent household servants come to British 
Columbia they will be sure of doing 
well. 



THE MODERN DEVIL. 

A writer in Scribner's thinks that we 
moderns have given to society the place 
formerly occupied by the devil. 
Evil in every shape is attributed to en- 
vironment, and environment in its wide 
sense means society. He doubts if this 
is a real gain, because it has a tendency 
to lessen the responsibility of the indi- 
vidual to resist temptation. When a 
person convinces himself that he is little 
more than a billet of wood in a greit 
Maelstrom, which may toss him out up- 
on smooth waters where the bright sun 
shines, or may engulf him in caverns 
from which there is no escape, he is 
apt to conclude that effort on his part 
is nf little moment. The old-fashioned 
devil left a place for the free will of the 
individual; the modern devil of society 
in only an elaboration of fate. If we are 
what our environment makes us, then 
we will progress or retrograde! accord- 
ing to our environment; so what is the 
use of trying to be or do better? There 
Is only a difference in words between be- 
ing fated to a certain line of action and 
being controlled by the iron bonds of en- 
vironment. Small blame therefore to the 
reformer who prefers the old devil to the 
modern substitute. 

The doctrine that we are what our 
environment makes us is unquestionably 
being pushed to an extreme. That our 
surroundings have much to do with slurp 
ing our character must be admitted, but 
we are not prepared to concede that men 
cannot rise superior to them. Thi 
modern devil is the creation of what 
is called science, and science only si 
half-way into things as yet, if il sees 
so far. In some matters our instincts 
are to be trusted rather than our reason 
Thus the consciousness that every one 
possesses that he can be better or worse 
than he is, and that his progress in 
either direction is to a certain degree de- 
pendent upon his individual decision 
which may be superior to his envir.Mi 
meat, is worthy of greater eonfidenci 
than the conclusions of science about 
what it has not been able to disco -or 
anything. Here is a point that never 
should be lost sight of by those who 
are seeking to form right views upon 
the subject of human responsibility: 
Science has its limitations. It deals only 
witJi what can he seen or felt physically. 
Its microscopes, telescopes and chemical 
tests do not touch what may be, and 
we think is, the larger, more important 
and more permanent side of creation 
Science can place its instruments in con- 
tact With the Besh and make the.n 
keep a record of every emotion which 
sways the soul. Anger, hatred, jealousy 
hive, compassion, reverence can be mud 
to write themselves down as plainly as 
the telegraph line writes a message on 
the tape. The effect of these emotions 
upon the physical system is so marked 
that instruments have been perfected by 
which they can be registered. But 
science has not discovered and never 
can, so far as can be judged from what 
it has so far achieved, why, for example, 
the sight of a wrong done to another 
arouses our indignant rage or why to be 
witness of a kindly act fills the mind 
with admiration, The limitations of 
Bcir.nce in the-, direction are as hxed n 
the greatest university of Chris'tendom 
in the year 1899 as they were in the most 
ignorant hovel of our ancestors who liv- 
ed contemporaneously with the cave 
bear. 

Sri while wo give I he modern devil 
its due, and it is entitled to very much 
credit for the crookedness of mankind, 
we decline to attribute to society tin- 
whole responsibility for evil. We may 
rise superior to our environment if we 
will. Weak natures may lie unable to 
surmount circumstances unaided, but 
stronger ones can overcome them. Nor 
need the weak despair. They are no 
more necessarily a prey to the modern 
devil than their forefathers were to the 
traditional creature with the hoofs, 
horns and tail. There are sources of 
Strength outside of the physical world, 
and on the pinions of faith the weakest 
may rise above the most hostile environ- 
ment. Tin- great battle of the church 
to-day is not so much against disbelief, 
but against what we have called the 
modern devil; its great effort should be 
to show that the chains of environment 
can be broken and that our lives may 
be good or the reverse according as we 
make the effort.

Recital by Miss Laura Adams' 
Pupils on Friday 
Evening. 



The chief event, from a musical stand- 
point, during the past week was the visit 
of the "Minstrel Kings," Primrose and 
Dockstnder. Their orchestra, which in- 
cluded some very able performers, came 
in for special commendation. It was a 
treat to follow the sympathetic accompani- 
ment of the solos. In the selection of gems 
from popular operas rendered by the sex- 
tette, there was too much orchestra and 
too little sextette. Harry Ernest's singing 
of the lullaby, "Baby's Sleeping," earned 
u well-merited encore. He produced a clear, 
bell-like tone, and each note held the purity 
of u dewdrop trembling on a rose petal. 
His yodllug in the chorus Introduces a 
very effective use of the falsetto, which 
had no kinship to the meretricious vocal 
tricks of the average German comedian. 
Manuel Homaln's voice Is eminently adapt- 
ed to the rendering of emotional ballads, 
and his singing of "I Loved You Well" was 
an excellent lesson of the ultimate aim to 
be achieved in singing. Ills art waB of 
the highest order, his naturalness Impress- 
ing without revealing any trace of the 
subtle process by which lie attains his 
ends. The vocal gem par excellence was 
"W. II. Thompson's singing of "Because." 
Having now heard his rich, virile baritone 
it Is not difficult to account for the praise 
accorded Ulm by the Eastern press. His 
voice was not only lull and round, bat 
each note sailed out into the auditorium 
with free and graceful flight and possess- 
ing a distinctive beauty altogether inde- 
pendent of its relative position in the song, 
No better male voice that Mr. Thompson's 
has been heard here for many u day. The 
"Quaker City Quartette" did some very- 
clever and original work, the part singing 
having Its chief merit in regard for pro- 
portion and delicacy of shading. 

Gilbert and .Sullivan's operetta, "Trial By 
Jury," as produced on Wednesday and 
Thursday evenings, made no great idulins 
for recognition, und therefore created an 
agreeable surprise by the capable manner 
In which It was given. There were, of 
course, streaks and patches of raw ama- 
teurish work, but, on the whole, there 
were many redeeming features for faults, 
which were exceptional, rather than Hie 
rule. "Trial By Jury" was prefaced _by 
a short programme of song ami recitation. 
Mr. A. T. Coward's Hinging of "The 
Gondoliers" was much appreciated, and 
he was given a hearty encore. His method 
does not exhibit treatment appropriate to 
the theme, there is too much sameness, 
and his penchant for constant shirring 
militates against his attempt to render 
each piece with proper regard to Its dis- 
tinctive demands. Mr. F. Finch-Smiles 
recited "The Portrait" (by Owen Meredith) 
in a vivid manner, the admirable reserve 
contrasting strongly with the dramatic 
finale. Miss Sehl In Sullivan's "Let Me 
Dream Again" hardly did herself Justice, 
her voice lacking In deOnlteness. Her 
phrasing and articulation, though, wore ex- 
cellent. Mr. J. G. Brown sang "The Pirate 
King" with his characteristic dash and 
spirit. 

In the ••Trial By Jury" Miss Stoddart 
made a splendid Impression. She possesses 
dramatic power, and her voice seems to 
have more than the ordinary strength of our 
amateur songstresses. It Is possible lo hi- 
deceived, though, for the accompaniment 
was confined to a piano, and the acoustic 
properties of the Philharmonic ball are 
somewhat different to the theatre. Mr. 
Ives, as the "Defendant," sang and acted 
very acceptably, being natural in demeanor, 
and his vocal numbers being handled with- 
out apparent effort. J. S. Lloyd, as the 
"Counsel," satisfied all reasonable require- 
ments, but IiIh manner was not In keeping 
with the traditional carriage of n senior 
counsel. Mr. Monro, as the judge, gave 
his topical song, descriptive of the methods 
by which be readied the bench, In a very 
humorous way. Mr. \v. Williams and 
Mr. Sehl, cs the usher and foreman of 
the jury, respectively, had most of the 
comedy work, and added much to the 
operetta's success. Considering that "Trial 
By Jury" wns not heralded with any ad- 
vance notices of lavish praise, It fulfilled 
every expectation, and Mr. Boss Monro and 
Ills amateur assistants were deserving of 
more liberal patronnge, as much time must 
have been given to the preliminary details. 

The piano recital by the pupils of MIsh 
Adams attracted a large audience to Phil- 
harmonic ha!! on Friday evening. Miss 
.Adams was assisted by Mr. B, Powell on 



the violin and Miss Sophie MeXifTe. Miss 
McNIITe scored a great success in her two 
numbers. Her singing of Bartlett's "A 
Dream" was delightful, the phrasing and 
intonation assisting her sweet, clear so- 
prano to produce 11 more than usually good 
Impression. In her second number, "Stars 
of Night Adoring" (by Mekerlln), she had 
In the light and tripping measure an op- 
portunity for flexibility and llueut execu- 
tion, which was taken advantage of in 
the happiest way. Dvorak's Slavonic Tan/, 
by Miss Marjorle YVollnston and Miss Nora 
Drummond, Keinecke's Sonata by Miss 
Hilda Lclser, and the March Trlutnpbale 
by the .Misses Kalns, Garvin, Hoyds, 
Adams, McCandless and Lubbe provided 
satisfactory evidence that Miss Adams' 
pupils are well grounded in elementary 
technic. Schubert's Scherzo, No. 'J, as 
played by Hugo Seelig and Herbert Leiser 
was Interesting, principally as a contrast 
to the lighter touch of the young lady 
performers, Masters Seelig and Leiser play- 
ing with firmness and confident attach of 
chords. Miss Violet Powell's precocity vies 
with that of Paloma Schramm, ami In her 
two numbers amply proved that under Miss 
Adams' careful Instruction she Is rapidly 
developing into a clever plaulste. Her runs 
were executed clearly nnd evenly, and the 
forte passages were remarkable in volume 
for one so young. Miss Blanche Richards 
played Raff's 11 Gladiatorl In n way giving 
promise of more ambitious work in the 
future. Saint Salu's duo on a Beethoven 
theme with variations received very scholar- 
ly treatment from Miss Brady and Miss 
Adams, though the concluding chords lack- 
ed in unity and precision. Miss Adams 
concluded the entertaining recital with two 
numbers. Her interpretation of the David 
Liszt Romance was thoughtful in Its por- 
trayal of poetic Imagery. Kowalskl's 
Octave was given without restraint, and 
for the first time during the evening the 
Steluway was called upon to reveal Its full 
richness of tone and volume. 

The "Lady Minstrels," who give their 
opening performance at the Victoria to- 
morrow evening, will face a crowded house, 
for the plan is well dotted. The burnt 
cork artistes have kept their secrets pad- 
I locked and bolted, and everyone Is busy 
I guessing the line of Ethiopian specialties 
to be given. 

The Concert-Goer In Its lust issue con- 
tains the following remarks on the "opinion 
of the musical layman:" "Music that can 
be understood and enjoyed only after min- 
ute analysis by students of harmony and 
counterpoint Is not to be classified as art. 
The appeal of true art works is universal 
to natures of artistic impulses. And so 
with musical performances. If they are 
truly great the public will know It and 
will respond. Genius does not have to 
await discovery by analysts. The criticism 
cf the musical layman is not to be de- 
spised. Sometimes I think that their opin- 
ions are more final than the arbitrary con- 
clusions of the professional musician, who 
is liable to lose the soul of a composition 
in dissecting Its anatomy." 

"Mezzotints In Modem Music" is a new 
publication by James Huneker, the eminent 
musical writer. The volume contains seven 
essays, in which, among many Interesting 
musical' subjects, nre studies of the work 
and style of Brahms, Tschalkowsky, Chopin, 
Wagner, Liszt and Strauss. Huneker has 
a fascinating style, and ids criticisms are 
looked upon as authoritative. 

Itafael Joseffy, who had the first opportu- 
nity of detecting Rosenthal's wonderful 
powers, made his only appearance of tills 
season at Carnegie's hall on Thursday. 
And now for the much-lauded Rosen thnj. 
j This week will provide our musical peda- 
1 Rogues with an opportunity of testing the 
j truth of the superlatives In which the 
ciitics refer to him. One writer gives Ills 
; impressions of Rosenthal's marvellous pow- 
| or:, in the following unli|in> tribute: "After 
hearing tills new idol of New York's music- 
j mad population, one would Imagine thill 
I Rosenthal had six hands, with an allotment 
of about sixteen fingers to each of them, 
j Shut your eyes while Rosenthal Is playing 
and you are convinced that what he Is 
j doing would be- impossible to a man with 
I less than nitiety-stx fingers. Candidly, you 
I cannot afford to miss Rosenthal— but take 
t your opera glass witli you." Moriz Rosen- 
thal first gave Indication of his great pow- 
! ers when ho was hardly four years old. 
and when he was nine years old he walked 
from his native village, Lembcrg, to Vienna 
to call upon Joseffy. Joseffy was amused 
at first, hut after bearing him play became 
enthusiastic and undertook his tuition. He 
made ills first appearance when he wns 
ten years old with his teacher, Mikull, 
playing Chopin's Rondo in C for two pianos. 
Subsequently his family removed to Vienna, 
and he was placed altogether under Joseffy. 
Rosenthal's work at this time was wonder- 
ful, for besides practising the piano hIx or 
seven hours a nay, ho was also a student 
at the University of Vienna, taking up 
philosophy and philology as special studies. 
Ho took the degree of M.A. with high 
honors. In 1RS2 Rosenthal dazzled Europe 
with his wonderful technic and mnstery 
of the most: difficult music. The great: 
feature of Rosenthal Is Hint he Is constant- 
ly developing, and his qualities of sympathy 
In touch and refinement of Interpretation 
are said to enhance the works of the mas- 
ters in a way blt'dcrto undreamt of. Rosen- 
thal Is credited with being exceedingly 
wltty in conversation, and his range of 



subjects is not confined to tils art alone 
The great pianist Is especially fond o 
Heine, nnd it Is related of blm tbnt In 
can complete any one of Heine's poems if 
the first line Is quoted. Rosenthal wields 
a trenchant pen, and bus bad numerous 
pelemies with critics like Httnslick nnd 
Heiarlch Eiilch. In conjunction with Lud- 
wig Scytte, the Danish composer, he has 
written a book on the. technique of the 
piano, that has been translated Into nearly 
every language. Rosenthal's home life Is 
especially Interesting. He spends a great 
deal of his time In Vienna nnd Ischl, but 
it Is at his charming villa at Trieste that 
he Is seen at his best. There lie devotes 
from eight to ten hours dully to practice, 
He Is an early riser, nnd after taking his 
matutinal plunge proceeds at once to Ills 
Instrument He receives his visitors, chats 
and transacts bis business without even 
allowing bis lingers to wander away from 
the key-board. It is difficult at times to 
convince him that there is such a thin; 
nf food, nnd that ho must stop lung enough 
to cut. Rosenthal Is beginning to speak 
English quite fluently. The above Is 11 
summary of a lengthy and Interesting 
sketch of the great Roumanian pianist. 

Tin? cursory comments on loluatlie in lust 
Sunday's Colonist were based altogether on 
the lirst two performances. After listen- 
ing to .the final presentation, It Is neces- 
sary to somewhat modlf) one's estimate. 
Tiie performance Inst Saturday evening was 
a decided Improvement, especially In r 
speet to stage management, and the opera 
ran with a degree of smoothness truly 
creditable for amateurs, Miss Hartnagle 
ns Phyllis put more animation Into her 
dialogue and acting, and her singing show- 
ed clearer enunciation. The best character- 
ization of the evening was Mr. Rhodes' 
Stephon. He sang with better modulation, 
unci his elocution was rendered with keen 
insight to the requirements of his humor- 
ous part. Chorus and orchestra were also 
nbove par, and one is forced to admit tbnt 
the final performance of lolanthe suffers 
little Is nnythlng in comparison with Robin 
Hood. The principals received encores 
galore, and at the conclusion the audience 
rose en masse and lustily cheered tin' clever 
amateurs. 

Next Monday Rosenthal will perform at 
the theatre, and It Is hoped. In the interest 
of art. that there will bo u large audience 
No great piano virtuoso has visited Vic- 
toria since Joseffy performed here in the 
Philharmonic hull about fifteen years hack. 
If tin- experiment of bringing Rosenthal 
here is a financial success, there will lie 
some grounds for hoping Unit Malinger 
Jamloson will take steps to secure Sailer 
lor a Victoria engagement

SCIENCE NOTES. 



The police authorities of Bonu-on-tho- 
Rhine have been Investigating tlic drinking 
habits of umall children. Out of 210 child- 
ren between the ages o£ seven mid eight 
yearn In the primary schools, there was 
not one that hud not tasted wine or beer. 
One-quarter of them had tasted brandy. 
Beer or wine was drunk every clay by one- 
quarter of the children. Eight per ceut. 
received a glass ol brandy eueh day from 
their parents, "to make them strong." Ten 
per cent, would not drink milk, "because 
it has no taete." 

The lutest Invention In the way of a 
weapon Is the short rille owned by the 
German Emperor.

A Coming City, 



Mayor (Vlanley and Mr. J. A 
Smith Discuss Prospects of 
Boundary Capital. 



Wherein Nature Has Been Lav- 
ishly Generous- The 
Corbin Scheme.

Lloyd A. Manley, mayor of the city of 
Grand Forks, and .T. A. Smith, secretary 
of the townaite company o£ that prom- 
ising place, have for a day or two past 
been guests at the Hotel Driard, their 
visit to the capital being prompted by 
private business, a desire to got into 
closer touch with the Coast— and the 
fact that each felt that he owed himself 
a holiday. 

As bearing directly upon the present 
position and future prospects of Grand 
Forks, Mayor Mauley states that the 
railway is rapidly approaching that bust- 
ling town. Grading has been completed 
from Brooklyn almoBt to Grand Forks, 
and all the heavy work in connection 
with the building of the line may be 
spoken of as finished, the completion of 
the necessary bridging being the main 
work now remaining to be done. 

This portion of the contract is difficult 
of accomplishment inasmuch as timber 
is not uvttilftble on the spot and it la 
therefore necessary to construct the road 
to each bridge site in order that material 
for the bridge may be hauled in. 

All tilings working out according to ex- 
pectations the line will be completed by 
the 1st of July to Grand Forks, where 
it will probably end for some tune on 
account of the high water preventing 
work of bridge and trestle buildin- 
ing gone on with. This part of the . 
tract will of course be proceeded wltU 
ns soon us low . water permits of opera- 
tions being resumed. 

But with the advent of the railway at 
Grand Froks that city takes a vastly 
more important place in the sisterhood oi 
mining towns. The railway brings the 
town in touch with the outside world, 
via the Canadian Pacific, and gives 
Grand Forks control of the immensely 
valuable district on the other side of the 
divide from Greenwood, witli no fewer 
than twenty shipping mines directly tri- 
butary, among them the properties con- 
tained in the Centra* camp (winch Mr. 
Graves and bis people are operating up 
on an extensive scale), the Wellington 
camp, the Greenwood camp. Summit 
camp, Brown's camp, and Evans' camp. 

Many of these mines already have 
large quantities of ore on the dump, and 
it is estimated that within six months 
after the completion of the road the out- 
put of these mines directly tributary to 
Grand Forks will be at least 5,000 tons 
per diem. 

And in farther guarantee of the pros- 
perity' and future of Grand Forks, Mr. 
J. P Graves, manager of the Paris and 
other mines of the district showing im- 
mense ore bodies, has decided to locate 11 
smelter iu the Kettle River valley of 
3,000 tons a day capacity, which will 
also have the ores of the Republic camp 
for treatment. It is to lie built by sec- 
tions, the first section, of 1.000 tons 
capacity, to be added to as soon as ton- 
nage is to be seen at hand. 

Mr. Hodges, the smelter agent, has al- 
ready been over the ground generally, 
and the selection of a most suitable site 
is now engaging attention. This smelter 
it is understood will he placed either 
somewhere on the north fork of Kettle 
river or at Ca'-son, near the international 
boundary. The latter point is about three 
miles distant from Grand Forks; up the 
north fork would locate the smelter a 
mile and a half from the town. 

In either event it must add to, and 
not draw from the population of Grand 
Forks, which is at present about 1.500. 
but which with the smelter ia oper.itim 
will be swelled to 20,000 in less than two 
years. 

Not only will it command all the ores 
of the Boundary country, but it is prac- 
tically certain to receive for treatment 
all the ores of the Republic and Reserva- 
tion camps, which have not at home the 
necessary fluxes while the Boundary 
enmp ores are to a great extent sulphide, 
with timber, lime, an unlimited water 
supply, and coal from the Crow's Nest 
available for the smelter. 

With these facilities and resources, the 
smelter on the Canadian side near Grand 
Forks will be able to treat the Kvpublii 
ores much more economically than !hey 
could under the best of conditions be 
smelted at I'ome. 

Mr. Austin, the export who built the 
pyritie smelter at Leadville, is authority 
for the statement that the ores of the 
Boundary camp could be put into a 40 
per cent, matte for $1.50 a ton, and 
the necessary plant with n daily capacity 
of 150 tons, erected or Kettle river at a 
cost of $30,000. 

In comparison with the ores of the 
Rossland camp, those of the Boundary 
are infinitely more economical in that 
they do not vary In character and will 
concentrate; the Rossland ore was oi in- 
itially smelted for $11.00 per ton, which 
price has since been reduced to SI, on. 
Grand Forks with its resources in lime, 
timber, water and coal (the latter from 
either the Crow's Nest or from the S ; 
in ilka moon mines, only 110 nr.!,.-, away) 
will be able to smelt the ores of the 
district tributary to it tor much less 
even than $-1.00. 

There is this, too, about these Il.iiin- 
dar.v Creek ores— they are low grade but 
in immense body, which means that their 
mining is a stable business propositi m, 
giving employment to many men and 
making a big city a certainty, for cities 
are the natural sequences of heavy pay- 
rolls. 

As to I he Corbin scheme— the Kettle 
River railway in regard to which the 
business community here was so much 
exercised a tew weeks ago— both Mayor 
Mauley and Mr. Smith are inclined to 
think the project is dead. The general 
impression is that Mr. Corbin after par- 
tially developing his project sold out 
all rights and good will therein to the 
C. I'. u. 

Nevertheless the people of Boundary 
district and Qf Grand Forks more par- 
ticularly are not to be without an Am- 
erican connection, for the road coming 
iu by the Han Foil from Republic will 
reach to Carson, just in the border ami 
but three miles from (J rand Forks. Anil 
to make close and convenient connec- 
tion with this system, an electric railway 
is projected (Hid will shortly be built 
from Grand Forks down to Carson. 

The city of Grand Forks to-day con- 
tains upwards of I, not) inhabitants and 
for orderliness, cleanliness and creditable 
buildings would stand as ;i model am me, 
mining centres of its age. Just now 
there are about twenty substantial two 




and three story business blocks or resi- 
dences in course of erection, inclusive of 
what is to be the best hotel north of 
Spokane— the "very best" in British Co- 
lumbia. It is being established by Com- 
modore Biden of Chicago; will cost $50,- 
O00; and will be ready to receive guests 
within sixty days. Indeed the first sec- 
tion of forty rooms is already plastered; 
while the second section is in the frame. 
Twenty of the rooms will be en suite, 
with baths, and the furnishings— now be- 
ing burchased in Chicago by Mr. Union's 
agent — will be the acme .of luxury and 
elegance. 

There is everything "on the ground" 
for the making of a great city of Grand 
Forks — immensely valuable mines; ideal 
situation; good water, timber and coal 
in abundance- a down pull from the 
nines; and — what few mining camps 
can boast— a beautiful agricultural val- 
ley behind the town, quite twenty miles 
in length by three and a half in width, 
wherein the fines! fruits of the North- 
west are produced. Indeed it is notable 
of the district that apples and peaches 
grow to their pink perfection over some 
of the greatest mines, while one may 
drive in a buggy to the entrance of al- 
most every mini 1 . 

All that the town needs to assure its- 
future is the coming smelter, not inaptly 
termed by M ayor Mauley ''the anchor 
for Grand Forks."

A NN (J A Ij I NSPECTION . 

Creditable Showing Made by the First 
Battalion Yesterday After- 
noon. 

The annual inspection by Lieut. -Col. 
Peters, U.O.C., of the First Battalion 
of the B. C. regiment of artillery took 
pin-/ at Beacon hill yesterday after- 
Soou. The muster was a very credit- 
able one as regards numbers, the com- 
panies showing the following strength 
as they marched out of the Drill hall: 
No. 1 company, OS rank and lib' and 
two officers; No. U, (it) rank and tile and 
t wo officers, while No. :> mustered 70 
und four officers. Besides these there 
was a squad of eight detailed to keep the 
grounds and the live ami drum baud, 
numbering twelve. Including the baud 
the total was 240 of all ranks. 

Promptly at '•'> o'clock, the hour at 
which the inspecting officer had ordered 
the parade, the militia was drawn up in 
line at the Hill awaiting his arrival, and 
at about :$:b'U Lt.-Col. Peters, D.O.C., 
arrived and was received with the usual 
salute. Afterwards the march past ia 
column and quarter column were gone 
through. In the former each company 
presented a very creditable line as far as 
dressing was concerned and the step, too, 
was correct, but No. 1.5 through some er- 
ror went past at quarter column distance 
thereby marring what otherwise was ex- 
ceedingly well done. 

The battalion was then put through a 
few movements by their commanding 
officer, Lt.-Col. Gregory, after which the 
ompanies were taken in bund by the 
officers commanding companies and for 
half an hour each the manual and firing 
and company drills wen- the subjects of 
attention. In this pint of the exercises 
No. I! was by long odds the best com- 
pany on parade as also in physique. 
In the filing the perfect alignment 
of the rifles of both ranks when at the 
"ready" was also a particularly notice- 
able point in favor of the company nam- 
ed. To those who watched the inspec- 
tion the work of this company appeared 
as near perfection and it is possible to 
bring volunteers and although they 
may not score full points as did one 
company of the Vancouver battalion last 
year, they certainly did as well as their 
more fortunate confreres. The only ob- 
jectionable feature in connection with 
the company drill was the perpetual 
prompting and "drilling" the men. 

One of the mounts of the field officers 
proved unsteady and after two or three 
ineffectual attempts to walk on its bind 
legs the rider thinking discretion the bet- 
ter part of valor, dismounted and con- 
tinued his duties on foot.

Tangle Grows. 



Appears That Provincial, Not 
Dominion, Government 
!s the Owner. 



Attorney-General Martin Finds 
Himseif in Peculiar 
Predicament. 



There appear to be as many sides to 
the now famous Deadraan's Island ques- 
tion that for weeks lias been agitating 
V'auconverites as there are maledictions 
for the George E. Starr, and now just 
as the Vancouver correspondents assert 
that an amicable settlement of the orig- 
inal dispute may be looked focus the out- 
come of the meeting to-morrow evening 
between the Citizens' Committee and the 
Vancouver Board of Aldermen, a new 
clement is introduced in tin* discussion 
that leads away entirely from the orig- 
inal proposition. 

It is nothing more or less than that 
Headman's Island is in very much lhe 
same position as Beacon Hill park, in- 
sofar as the right of lhe province in the 
title is concerned. 

Uuuior was busy yesterday with the 
announcement thai the provincial gov- 
ernment had decided to lay formal claim 
to the possession of the island. Premier 
Scmlin, when approached by an inter- 
viewer .upon the subject, admitted that 
'be matter was under consideration, and 
while he was very guarded in his an- 
swers to various questions put to him, 
did not deny that the reports in circula- 
tion as to contemplated action on the 
part of the government have a substan- 
tial foundation in fact. 

It appeared to him Hon. Mr. Scmlin 
observed, that prim- to L895 the provin- 
cial government had claimed ownership 
In the Stanley Park reservation— since 
then, apparently, there had been n tacit 
abandonment of the claim, although on 
what grounds lie was at a loss to uader- 
stii nd. 

Of course it would be impolite lo sug- 
gest that inasmuch as Hon. Joseph Mar- 
tin, attorney general, is in his private 
professional capacity solicitor for Mr. 
Ludgatc this may have something to do 
with the further pressiug of the claim 
if it is a tenable one. Mr. Martin's po- 
sition in the ma iter is none the less a 
very interesting as well as a very com- 
plicated one. 

As to the basis of the provincial claim 
to ownership, the following facts arc in- 
teresting: 

On the tilth of September, 1S72, on 
a motion by Mr. Robson. seconded by Mr. 
Hughes, the provincial house ordered a 
return of all public lands reserved, such 
return to state the area and object of 
each reserve. This return was presented 
to the house by the Hon. IJohert Heav- 
en on the 14th of June, 1873, and in that 
return the following appeared: 

".South of English Buy, Burrard Inlet, 
naval, 7SS acres; north of First 
Narrows, Burrard Inlet, military, 
334 acres; south of Kirst Nar- 
rows, Burrard Inlet, 050 acres, mili- 
tary." 

These three are bracketed together 
with a memorandum concerning the en- 
trance to Burrard Inlet. No date is giv- 
en for the date of the reservations, The 
Inst mentioned one Is Headman's Island. 
There is a memorandum attached to the 
foot of the statement, showing that the 
total acreage can only be considered us 
approximate, tin- reserve not being sur- 
veyed, and the quantities being calculat- 
ed from charts on small scales, or esti 
mated from particulars of descriptions 
in the (lazette notices. 

A few years ago applications -here 
made to the provincial government for 
a. lease of Headman's Island by parties, 
ami. on attention of the Dominion gov- 
ernment being drawn to tins fuel, that 
government protested against any dis- 
position being made by the provincial 
government of the land in question, 
claiming it as u reserve. The provincial 
government has never admitted the title 
of the Dominion government to these re- 
serves; but it being slated that it was 
required as a military reserve, the Pro- 
vincial government decided not to niake 
any disposition whatsoever of the island. 

British Columbia was admitted Into 
the Union on the Kith of May. 1ST1. and 
under section 10 of the Terms of Union 
the British North America Act of 1S67 
was made applicable to British Columbia 
in the like way and to the same extent 
ns that act applied to the other prov- 
inces, and ns if British Columbia had 
been one of the provinces originally 
united by the said act. By section 100 
of this net, all land, etc., belonging to 
the several provinces should belong to 
the several provinces subject to any 
trusts existing in respect thereof, and to 
any interest other than that of the prov- 
ince in the same. By section 108, the 
public works and properly of each prov- 
ince enumerated In the third schedule 
should be the property of Canada. Sub- 
section 111 comprises all armouries, drill- 
sheds, military clothing, munitions of 
war, and lands set apart Cor general pub- 
lic purposes. 

This province lias always taken the po- 
sition that the lands sol apart for gen- 
eral public purposes must bo treated as 
having reference lo the preceding terms, 
viz.. armories, drill-sheds, military cloth- 
ing and munitions of war; anil as Brit- 
ish Columbia had no armories, ilrill- 
shctls, etc, the governmenl contended 
that no reserves passer! to the Domin- 
ion. 

There is also another view to be taken 
of the matter, which will bear debate, 
which is this: Thai all reserves for pub- 
lic purposes nindc while the colony was 
under the Crown did not belong to the 
province at the time of confederation. 
They fall under the category of lands in 
respect of which Interests other than 
thai of the province existed. 

1; must also bo remembered that dur- 
ing the Crown colony times the Imperial

pear on the charts. As the lands were 
Crown lands at the time of these reser- 
vations, it can be argued that these re- 
serves were lawfully made without any 
special reference to the local govern- 
ment. 

Questions must therefore arise with re- 
gard to the meaning of lands belonging 
to the Beyeral provinces; whether the 
province ever claimed title to the lands 
in question; what title did the Dominion 
government acquire? and whether the 
title is still vested in the Imperial gov- 
ernment, "r whether any transfer can be 
made without the express authority of 
the Imperial Crown. 

Decisions of 'he Privy Council can be 
cited to show that all the subjects de- 
scribed in section 101) and all revenues 
derived from these subjects continue to 
be vested in Her Majesty as the sover- 
eign head of each province. AYlititever 
proprietory rights were at the time of 
the passing o£ the British North Ameri- 
ca act possessed by the provinces re- 
mained vested in them, except such as 
were by tiny of its express enactments 
transferred to the Dominion of Canada. 

Now the question is, what right has 
the Dominion of Canada to dispose of 
the property in question? Its claim is 
by no means clear, and therefore it is 
very easily seen a conflict is sure to 
arise with regard to tho title in question.
